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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented of described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 10 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 2002- 
23663. 

JP 2002-23663 discloses a double-sided pressure-sensitive adhesive sheet (Figure 1) 
consisting of a laminate containing a flexible base layer (Figure 1, #1), a first black layer and 
second black layer on each side of the flexible base layer (Page 5 of translation, Paragraph 001 1) 
and a first pressure-sensitive adhesive layer and second pressure-sensitive adhesive layer (Figure 
1, #2 and 4), wherein said first pressure-sensitive adhesive layer and second pressure-sensitive 
adhesive layer are the outermost layers on either side of the laminate (Figure 1, #2 and 4), 
wherein the thickness of said laminate is no greater than 60 \im (Page 5 of translation, Paragraph 
0013) as in claim 10. As in claim 1 1, the first black layer and second black layer are black 
printed layers formed on each side of the flexible base layer (Page 5 of translation, Paragraph 
001 1). With regard to claim 12, the sheet comprises two laminates each comprising a pressure- 
sensitive adhesive layer, a flexible base layer and a black layer are prepared and their black 
layers are laminated together via a lamination layer (Page 3 of translation. Paragraph 0005). 
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Regarding claims 13 - 16, the laminate further comprises a reflective layer, wherein the 
reflective layer is a metal layer, a white film and a white printed layer (Page 5 of translation. 
Paragraph 001 1). As in claims 17-20, the reflective layer is situated between the second black 
layer and the second pressure-sensitive adhesive layer (Page 4 of translation, Paragraph 0008; 
Page 5 of translation, Paragraph 001 1).
